The  vital  statistics  lor  the  year  show  a crude  l)irth  rate  ot 
14.1?  per  thousand  po})ulation,  a slitrht  irn])rovement  on  the  low 
record  of  l.'LS  for  tlu*  year  The  ciaide  (h'ath  rate  increased 

slio;htly  to  a rate  of  l‘i.t  pt*r  thousand  population  as  compared  with 
a rate  of  fj.l  for  th<‘  previous  y(‘ar.  'The  infant  mortality  rate 
remained  unchanired  at  a rat('  ot  21  })cr  live  hirtlis. 

For  most  of  the  various  types  of  luvalth  services  })rovided  by 
the  C ounty  Council  tlu^  demand  remained  at  about  the  same  level 
as  for  previous  years.  In  the  rlomiciliary  nursinfjf  and  midwifery 
service  there  was  in  fact  a sli^^tit  decrease  in  the  nuinher  of  visits 
having  to  he  made  by  tlie  nurses,  hut  the  domestic  help  service 
records  show  .a  I’urtluM’  increase  in  tlu*  number  of  households  who 
tiave  r(‘(juested  and  havt'  beet)  proxided  willi  I Ids  forfii  t(t  heli).  Once 
a^ain  the  demands  mad(‘  on  the  ambulance  service^  have  increased 
and  the  number  of  ()atients  ('arrierl  in  the  year  went  up  by  nearl}' 
.5.000  to  a total  of  over  TO.O'OO.  This  was  an  increase  of  over  7% 
on  the  previous  year’s  fijxure  and  was  accounted  for  almost  entirely 
by  increased  calls  to  transport  [)atients  to  and  from  hosj)ital  out- 
l)atient  de})artments.  Due  to  the  help  of  radio  control  and  to  the 
care  and  co-operation  on  the  i)art  of  the  statf,  it  is.  Iiowever,  j)leasing 
to  he  able  to  record  that  despite  the  increase  in  demand  the  mileage 
run  by  the  various  veldelcs  has  been  reduced  by  over  IJLdOP  miles, 
re[)resenting  a reduction  of  just  over  2%  of  tlie  previous  year’s  total. 

'I'wo  new  services  commenced  during  the  year.  One  was  a 

domiciliary  cliahetic  service  in  connection  with  liosjiital  diabetic 
clinics  anil  was  provided  by  selected  memhm’s  of  the  domiciliary 
nursing  service.  'I'lie  other  new'  service  was  the  jirovision  of 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  The  limited  supjilies  of  the 
vaccine  were  to  he  offered  in  the  first  instance  to  children  born 
i in  the  years  1947  to  1954  inclusive,  whose  parents  registered  their 
1 names  before  a closing  date  at  the  beginning  of  April.  In  all, 
J 7,725  children,  representing  about  of  the  total  number 

£ eligible,  were  registered  under  tins  scheme  and  nearly  HOO  of  these 
ri  had  been  inoculated  with  the  small  amount  of  vaccine  which  was 
c made  avail alile  by  tlie  end  of  the  year. 

Except  for  dysentery  the  numbers  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
T notified  were  generally  on  the  low'  side.  It  is  once  again  ])leasing 
) to  be  able  to  report  that  for  the  sixth  year  running  there  have  been 
ri  no  confirmed  cases  of  diphtheria.  4'he  continued  absence  of  this 
y serious  disease  must  not,  how'ever,  be  allowed  to  permit  a false 
3 sense  of  security  to  be  developed.  The  disease  can  and  will  return 
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unless  a high  rate  of  Immunisation  is  maintained  by  primary 
immunisation  in  mfanev  and  l)oosting  **  injections  during  school 
litV.  Constant  efforts  must  C(jntimie  to  ho  made  to  keep  tliis  rate 
up  to  a safe  level. 

Once  again  I am  graleful  for  llu^  oi)portunity  to  record  my 
thanks  to  all  memht‘rs  of  the  slaHs  ol“  the  Health  and  School 
Medical  Departments  for  the  willing  and  (‘onscientious  service  they 
have  eontimu'd  to  give,  and  to  (express  to  all  the  members  of  the 
County  Council,  and  csp<‘cially  to  tiu*  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  th<‘  School  Wt'lfari*  Siih-Cornmittee  of  the  Education

'The  ju’ineipal  causes  of  death  in  the  County  were  heart  diseases 
(915),  cancer  (126),  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (411). 
'riiese  three  causes  aceounted  for  64.7%  of  the  deaths,  as  compared 
with  66.0%  in  1955. 


Compared  with  1955,  the  tioures  for  1956  show  that  the  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  increased  from  696  to  426.  Of  the 
426  deaths  due  to  cancer,  269  occurred  in  the  urban  areas  and  187 
in  rural  areas,  correspond  in  o'  respectively  to  rates  of  2.2  and  1.7 
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per  thousand  ijopulation.  Of  the  deaths  from  cancer,  79  (18.5%) 
were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lun^',  57  (18.4^%)  to  cancer  of  the  stomach, 
53  (12.f%)  to  cancer  of  the  uterus  or  of  the  breast. 

Special  interest  is  at  |)i’esent  centred  on  cancer  of  the  lun^s 
since  the  ])ul)lieation  ot  inereasin^i;  evideiua*  that  this  form  of  cancer 
is  associated  with  smoking’.  For  the  County  llic  numhers  of  dcatlis 
and  the  ])o])ulations  to  which  they  apply  arc  too  small  to  justify  any 
conclusions  l)cinj>:  drawn  from  the  statistics,  hut  a study  of  the 
tii2:ures  «'iven  in  the  followiii"’  lahlt'  will  show  that  since  19.50  the 
death  rate  |)er  thousand  population  tor  all  lorms  of  canctu'  has 
tended  to  he  maintained  at  about  tiu'  same  level,  varying  about  a 
mean  of  approximat(‘lv  1.9.  In  comparison  IIk*  dt'ath  rates  for 
cancer  of  the  stomach  and  caiu'cr  of  the  breast  and  uterus,  though 
varying  considerably  from  year  to  y<‘ar,  have  on  tin*  whol(‘  tciuh'd 
to  fall  very  slightly  whereas  tlu*  (h'ath  rates  Crom  cancer  of  tiu*  lung 
and  bronchus,  despite  annual  variations,  have  over  tlu*  whole  period 
shown  a definite  ineiasase  and  for  lt)5()  tin*  rate  was  tlu‘  highest  on 
record  at  ()..’9)  per  1,000  population.  Over  82%  of  the  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  were  among  men,  hut  for  deaths  from  cancer  as 
a whole,  the  distribution  was  5 [■'!(,  men  and  4()%  women.

A coiiiparisoTi  of  the  fi^jures  sliown  in  tlie  table  with  those 
of  tile  previous  year  show  that  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the 
amount  ot  doiniciliarv  nursinjr  work.  Visits  paid  to  homes  have 
dt‘cr(‘ased  l)y  and  the  number  of  (*ases  which  the  nurses  have 

attended  dnrinji'  tlio  yc.ar  w(Ma‘  70!)  I(‘ss  than  in  |}).5.5. 

( )v«‘r  .■)()%  of  tht*  pati(‘nts  nurs(al  weia*  over  t).5  years  old  and 
i))  l.‘{.7‘!^,  of  (■as(\s  tiu*  ilhu'ss  was  of  a chronic  nature  necessitating 
visiting  for  more  than  twenty-four  times  in  the  year,  .lust  under 
<)‘2%  of  the  total  visits  were  to  patients  over  0.5  years  of  age; 
many  of  tlit'sr  visits  W(mc  to  patients  suffering  from  (dironic  illness, 
.ami  again,  out  of  llu*  total  visits,  f.‘l%  were  to  patients  who  had 
to  he  \isit(al  on  inort*  than  twenty-four  occasions.  All  these  figures 
show  slight  incr(‘<as(.*s  on  tlu*  eorresponding  ones  for  I!).a5. 

Many  visits  are  madt*  to  patients  to  give  injections  of  various 
type's,  no  spec'ial  nursing  ,attt*ntion  being  reciuired.  V isits  of  this 
nature  represc'iit  .‘12'/,  of  the  t<tal  visits  made  for  all  purposes 
during  the  year. 

'The  dt'vel(»pim‘nl  of  diaheti*-  clinic's  at  hospitals  has  been 
followc'd  by  the'  realisation  that  there  must  be  close  association 
hetwc'cn  fhe.se  elinic's  .'ind  the  domiciliar}’  side  of  a patient’s 
treatment  if  unnc'cessary  breakdowns  and  .setbacks  are  to  be  avoided 
and  during  the  yc'ar  several  Hospital  Management  (Vmimittees  for 
hospitals  where'  eliabetie'  clinic's  had  been  established  have  requested 
the  setting  up  of  some  form  of  special  domiciliary  diabetic  services 
to  work  in  assoc-iation  with  these  clinics. 


Having  rc'gard  to  the  mainly  rural  nature  of  the  (’ounty,  which 
made  it  all  the  more*  im|j(U'tant  that  any  scheme  should  be  developed 
in  close'  association  with  general  practitioners,  it  was  arranged  that 
:i  domie‘iliar\  diabetic  scheme  should  be  developed  by  using  the 
s«*rvi<*es  of  s<'lected  me*mbers  of  the  domic'iliary  nursing  staff. 


When  each  nurse  selec'ted  for  these  duties  has  been  traineel, 
she  will  still  ct)ntinue  her  main  eiuties  as  a general  domiciliary  nurse 
or  nurse-midwife  within  her  normal  area,  but  she  will,  for  part  of 
hc'r  time,  also  undertake  special  domiciliary  diabetic'  eiuties  of  a 
supervisory  and  advisory  nature  (oer  a wider  area  for  the  patients 
trom  that  wider  area  who  are  attending  the  a])preq)riate  diabetic 
elinii's.  Her  dutic's  as  a spec'ial  domiciliary  diabetic  mir.se  will  be:  — 


(I)  Attendanc'c'  at  wc'ekly  intervals  at  the'  hospital  diabetic 
clinic  to  rc'jiort  to  the  |)hysician  in  charge  of  the  ser\ice 
and  to  ree'eive  special  instructions  about  individual  cases. 


(2)  To  visit  as  often  as  may  lie  necessary  new  patients  being 
st;ibiliseel  .at  home  to  .se^e  that  the  instructions  given  at 
the'  clinic*  are  being  carried  euit,  to  teach  the  techniques  of 
insulin  injec'tion  and  urine  testing,  and  how  to  watch  for 
and  prevent  the  onset  of  insulin  coma. 


(.’t)  To  visit  all  patients  as  may  be  necessary  to  supervi.se 
progress,  watch  for  abnormal  developments  and  advise  on 
general  social  problems  which  may  arise. 


In  all  this  work  the  nurse  will  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
patients’  general  practitioners  and  work  under  their  immediate 
direction  or,  should  a practitioner  so  desire,  under  the  direction  of 
fhe  physician  in  charge  of  the  diabetic  clinic. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  two  nurses  had  started  the  service 
in  the  area  of  the  (k)unty  served  by  the  diabetic  clinic  at  the 
York  County  Hospital.  When  the  whole  County  is  covered  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  j)art-time  service  of  about  twelve  domiciliary 
nurses  will  he  needed.  'Phis  will  represent  the  equivalent  in  time 
» of  two  whole-time  nurses  and  additional  appointments  to  this  extent 
\ to  the  general  nursing  and  midwifery  staff  will  he  made  as  the  need 
) occurs. 


On  the  domiciliary  niidwifery  si<le,  the  number  of  cases  attended 
was  ffOl,  an  increase  of  IT)  on  the  numher  attoided  in  19.5.5.  d'he 
niimher  of  ante-natal  and  lying-in  visits  have  totalled  ,S1,I.5(),  as 
against  29,'OSff  in  19.5.5.

'The  tollowiiij^  table  si\ovvs  tlie  position  in  the  various  County 
Districts  and  Health  Divisions  both  as  rcfjcards  the  total  numbers  of 
children  who  have  been  immunised  at  any  time,  and  also  as  regards 
those  who  have  been  immunised  or  re-immunised  during  the  last 
live  years. 

A comparison  of  the  figures  given  m this  table  with  those  of 
(lie  previous  year  siiovvs  tliat  there  has  again  been  some  improve- 
iiieiit  in  the  overall  position.  Nevertheless,  although  now  82%  of 
the  child  [lopulation  have  been  immunised  at  some  time,  still  only 
55%  have  been  immunised  or  re-immunised  during  the  last  five 
years,  and  therefore  only  just  over  half  of  the  chihlren  in  the 
County  can  be  regarded  as  being  really  adequately  [irotected  against 
diphtheria  b\  virtue  <d  reeonl  in(»culalion,  and  there  is  still  room 
lor  consiiierable  improvement. 

For  the  |)ur|)ose  of  compiling  these  figures  no  child  is  regarded 
as  having  been  immunised  unless  a card  recording  that  fact  is  to  be 
found  in  the  tiles.  'These  cards  are  those  completed  by  doctors  when 
the  immunising  injections  are  given.  In  the  Holderness  Health 
Divisional  area  Dr.  Ferguson,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  has 
recently  carried  out  a cheek  to  try  to  ascertain  whether  these 

records  could  be  regardeil  as  giving  an  accurate  picture  of  the 

iininuiiisation  situation.  For  this  [lurpose  Health  Visitors  have 
made  a s[)eeial  survey  oi  their  records  for  all  children  under  five 
years  old  not  shown  on  their  immunisation  records  as  having  been 
immunised.  I'his  survey,  covering  a limited  area  of  the  County 
and  for  a limited  age  groiij),  shows  that  parents  have  stated  that 
children  have  been  iininunised  in  252  eases  where  there  were  no 

official  records  to  this  effect.  It  may,  id  course,  be  that  in  some 
instances  parents  may  have  given  itiaeeurate  information  to  health 
visitors,  but  in  most  cases  the  parent's  opinion  can  be  regarded  as 
correct  and  it  must  be  assumed  that  for  (juite  a large  number  of 
children  general  [iractitioners  are  not  submitting  the  completed 

record  cards.  If  the  findings  from  this  local  survey  are  representative 
of  the  whole  C'ounty  then  the  actual  number  of  children  immunised 
will  be  nearly  U)%  more  than  is  indicated  by  the  official  figures. 
It  would,  of  course,  be  much  better  if  one  could  be  satisfied  that 
these  official  ligures  gave  a reasonably  accurate  picture,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  general  practitioners  will  help  to  this  end  by  sending  in 
records  for  all  children  they  immunise  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
last  injection  has  been  given.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  Scheme  for  protection  of  school  leavers  ag:ainst  tuberculosis 
by  B.C.G.  vaccination  which  was  eoinnieiieed  in  19.5.5  in  the 
Holderness  and  Haltempriee  l)i\isional  Health  areas  was  extended 
during  the  year  to  the  Buekrose  art'a. 


Children  who  ai’e  between  thiidc'cn  .and  fourteen  ye.ars  of  age  are 
entitled  to  participate  in  this  sehenu'  .and  during  the  year  letters 
explaining  the  scheme  and  aeeoinpanifal  hy  (amsent  forms  were 
sent  to  the  jiarents  <»f  1,811  (digihle  ehildiaui.  Parents  (d  1,1.58 
(64%)  chihlren  laapiested  p.artieipation  in  the  scheme,  and  of  these 
acceptors,  1,101  were  eventually  M.atitoux  tested  to  tind  out  if 
B.C.G.  vaccination  was  necessary.  'I'he  results  of  these  tests  showed 
that  776  (70  .5%)  were  negative  and  therefore  reipiired  vaccination, 
and  of  these,  767  tinally  eonijileted  tlie  jiroeess. 


If  a child  gives  a positive  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  test  it 
means  that  at  some  time  he  has  contracted  the  infection  and  in  all 
probability  has  overcome  it.  To  m.ike  et'rtain  that  there  is  no 
evidence  of  active  disease  all  children  having  this  positive  result 
to  the  test  are  otfered  s[)ecial  examinations,  ineluding  chest  X-ray, 
and  the  adult  mendiers  of  their  families  are  also  otfered  X-ray 
examination  in  ease  there  may  he  undetected  eases  of  the  disease 
among  them. 


PROTECTION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS. 

The  County  t'ouneil  agreed  to  participate  in  the  scheme  for 
administration  of  poliomyelitis  vaeeini'  and  fiarents  of  children  born 
between  1st  .lanuary  1917  and  31st  December  1954,  who  wished 
these  children  to  be  inoculated  were  ref|uested  to  register  their 
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names  before  the  l^e^innin^  of  April.  In  all,  7,72.5  ehildren’s  names 
\ver(‘  (•(‘‘i’istered,  r('|)res(mt i n^'  about  .■b)%  of  the  ebildren  in  this 
ei^hl-yoar  a»e  <»;roiip.  'I'lu'  a^ii*  and  s(‘\  distribiil ion  of  these  ref^istra-

.\t  the  c'liel  e)f  the'  year  the'  Couiu'irs  tlee't  of  vehicles  consisted 
e)f  12  amhulane'cs  .-inel  17  elual  purpe)se  vehicles  useel  mainly  for 
sit  t in<i-('ase'  woi'k,  anel  use*  was  also  maele'  of  2 aml)ulane'es  pre)vieled 
by  the  St.  .lohn  Amhulane'e'  Brigade  for  the  Filey  area,  and  1 
ambulance  proviele'el  h\  the'  British  Reel  (’re>ss  Seicicty  at  Market 
Wei^xhteeii. 

Ivich  year  in  this  report  hopes  have  been  expresseel  that  the 
peak  has  bce'ii  reae'lu'el  in  the*  nmnbe'r  of  emails  made  een  the  ambulance 
servie'c,  ;inel  eae'h  succe'celine-  year  the  receerds  have  she)wn  a further 
increase*  in  eiemanels.  In  this  res|)ect  10.5b  is  no  exceptie)n  anel  the 
total  cases  elealt  with  re.-ichcd  a new  maximum  e)f  70,071.  'Fins  is 
;in  increase  of  l,7b2,  or  7..‘1%, , on  the  1055  figures,  and  is  due 
entirely  to  further  extra  calls  on  the  use  of  the  ambulance  service 
to  transport  patients  to  and  from  out-patient  clinics  In  connection  iir 
with  je)uriieys  of  this  nature  attention  must  once  again  be  drawn  lii 
te)  the  fae't  that  ambulance  transport  ought  only  to  be  provided  for  f'f 
I)atients  who  are,  in  a doctor's  opinion,  unfit  to  travel  by  other 
means  and  that,  when  it  is  considered  necessary  for  a i)atient  to  |rcx 
have  transport  to  an  out-patient  clinic,  after  the  first  of  such  visits  led 
the  responsibility  for  authorising  the  transport  rests  with  the  medical  I Ifi 
staff  of  the  hospital  concerned.

Despite  this  increase  in  the  demands  made  on  the  service,  it  is 
pleasant  to  he  able  to  report  for  the  first  time  that  there  has  been 
a reduction  in  the  total  number  of  miles  covered.  This  dropped 
from  637,767  in  1955  to  6‘2t,210  in  1956,  a reduction  of  13,557 
miles  corres])ondino’  to  2.1^).  ddie  carryino'  of  more  patients  with 
no  increase  in  vehicles  or  staff,  and  with  a rediu'ed  overall  mileage, 
has  been  made  possible  by  the  availability  of  radio  control  and  the 
intellif2:ent  use  made  of  this  facility  by  all  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  service.  As  a result  the  average  ])atient  load  j)er  journe}^  has 
been  increased  from  .3.0  to  3.1  and  the  avera<2:e  number  of  miles 
per  patient  journey  has  dropped  from  9.8  to  8.9. 

'I'he  installation  of  radio  control  be^’an  in  the  third  (juarter  of 
1955,  but  did  not  become  fully  operativ(‘  until  the  end  of  that  year. 
During'  1956  it  has  been  fully  oj)erative  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  (efficiency  of  the  sei'\i(*c  has  be('n  improved  in  all  respects. 
Without  this  form  of  (‘ontrol  there  is  no  doubt  that  both  the  staff 
and  the  number  of  vehicles  would  have  had  to  be  increased  in  order 
to  cope  with  the  increased  demands,  but  another  bi»"  advanta^yc  has 
bt*{en  that  it  has  been  possiblt^  with  tlu‘  existing:  fleet  of  vehicles  more 
and  nior(‘  to  allot  sittin<i'-case  transport  to  the  dual  pur))ost^  type  of 
vehic'le  and  to  reserve  tlu'  us{‘  of  tlu*  lar^X'r  ambulances  for  dealiiifr 
with  accidents  and  the  conv(\vin^2:  of  tlu*  more  severely  ill  patients 
for  which  purpose  these  ambulanc('S  were  ori»:inally  designed  and 
intended.

The  ascertainment  of  adult  eases  of  epile])sy  and  spast  j .pi 
paraplegia  in  the  County  is  still  by  no  means  complete.  On  ti  l * 
register  of  handicap|)ed  persons  maintained  by  the  County  Welfa 
Officer  there  are  21  epileptics  and  t spastics.  Of  the  21  epileptic’ 

9 are  in  residential  accommodation  provided  by  the  Welfa:  ^ 
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t Authority,  and  4 are  in  colonies.  Of  the  four  spastic  cases,  three 
[i  are  in  their  own  homes,  and  one  is  hein^i;  maintained  in  a special 
1 trainin^z:  home  at  tlie  expense  of  tlie  Welfare  Committee.  In 
jj  addition,  there  are  27  e])ile])tics  and  .3  sj)astics  living  at  home  and 
V known  to  the  Welfare  Department,  hut  who  are  not  registered  as 
Handicapped  Persons. 

Among  persons  ascertained  as  mental  defectives,  25  children 
1 and  33  adults  are  known  to  be  epilej)tics  and  1 <S  children  and  15 
b.  adults  are  known  to  sutfer  from  a degree  of  spastic  paraplegia.  Of 
d these,  If  child  and  27  adult  c|)ileptics  and  d child  and  7 adult 
q:  spastics  are  in  institutions.

No  special  provisions  arc  made  available  to  these  groups  under 
jdlthe  local  health  service  arrangements,  but,  as  may  be  necessary, 
II arrangements  are  available  for  the  loan  of  s|)ecial  chairs,  walking 
bi  aids,  special  beds,  and  mattresses,  through  the  medical  loan  scheme. 
iUAll  cases,  of  course,  have  access  to  the  services  being  provided  under 
sdthe  Welfare  Department's  Scheme.

Service  is  dealt  with  by  a Suh-(’onimitlce  of  the  Health  ('ommittee 
consistiiiff  of  JO  members  who  meet  fpiarttu’ly  for  the  purpose  of 
considering^  the  reports  on  defectives  and  other  persons  in  the  care 
of  the  Committee  and  inakini)’  |•ccommcndations  to  the  Health 
Committee  as  to  the  administration  of  the  service  or  any  specific' 
action  to  he  taken  in  any  individual  c'ases. 


x\part  from  myself,  there  are  six  medii'al  officers  on  the 
Council's  staff  who  ha\e  attended  s]H*cial  courses  on  mental  deficiency 
and  are  reco^iiiised  for  the  purpose  of  examinin<i,'  educationally 
sub-normal  children.

During  tlu'  year 
I lu'  v.-u’ious  elu'st  physicians  have  rej)orted  that  eonlaets  of  lU'wly 
notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been  examined.  'This  rc'presents

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Education  Committee. 

I have  tlie  honour  to  suhinit  iny  Annual  Itejwrt  on  the  work  of 
the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  Uloh, 

I’he  nuinber  of  medical  officers  employed  in  the  school  health 
■service  has  l)een  up  to  estal)lishment  throu^ihout  the  year,  but  the 
j dental  staff  was  reduced  hy  the  resi^>:nal ion  of  one  rlental  officer 
I whom  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  re})lacc,  and  only  five  full-time 
:andHhree  part-time  dentists  are  at  present  employed  in  this  service. 

d'he  eontinuity  (d’  the  child  ^»’uidance  service  was  affected  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Kducational  Psychologist  at  the  end  of  December. 
As  the  need  for  ])reventive  measures  among  children  in  the  mental 
{health  field  is  now  generally  accepted  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
•vacancy  will  soon  be  filled. 

A number  of  changes  occurred  among  the  si>eech  therapists. 
At  the  year  end  two  S{)eech  thera|)ists,  one  full-time  and  one  part- 
itime, were  employed,  and  speech  therajn-  clinics  were  being  held 
at  Id  centres  in  the  Count}'. 

In  general  it  can  be  said  that  the  health  of  the  school  children 
I has  been  satisfactory.  Routine  medical  examinations  were  carried 
out  in  all  schools  in  the  County  and  a total  of  Id, fid?  routine  and 
> special  examinations  were  undertaken. 

Although  the  number  oi  defects  re(| Hiring  treatment  did  not 
jgripatly  differ  from  previous  years  more  children  were  found  with 

• defective  visii^n,  and  this  may  he  due  to  the  improved  arrangements 
for  visual  testing  of  the  seven  year  old  group  by  the  school  nurses. 

V New  glasses  were  prescribed  in  282  cases. 

There  is  a growing  awareness  of  the  needs  of  partially  deaf 
' children  and  every  endeavour  was  made  to  ascertain  those  children 
! who  may  require  special  provision  in  school  in  order  to  overcome  this 

• handicap.  Routine  audionietric  examinations  are  carried  out  as  far 
as  possible  on  all  new  entrants  to  schools,  and,  wdiere  necessary, 
special  sessions  are  arranged  for  those  requiring  further  testing. 
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Considerably  fewer  children  had  their  tonsils  and  adenoids 
removefl  ; this  may  he  accounted  for  to  some  extent  hy  the  changed 
attitude  of  the  medieal  profession  to  this  operation.  A more  con- 
servative line  of  treatment  is  now  [)revalent  as  there  is  no  doubt 
tlial  many  children  with  enlarge'd  tonsils  and  adenoids  who  siifTer 
from  fre(|uent  colds  and  nasal  catarrh  around  the  age  of  5 to  h years 
“ grow  out  of  this  trouble  " without  operative  interference,  and 
enlarged  tonsils  per  se  are  not  considered  a suthcieiit  indication  for 
tonsillectomy. 

d'here  are  now  educationally  suh-normal  pu|)ils  in  the 

County,  of  whom  tiO  are  being  educated  at  the  I'ltton  Pasture 
Hesidential  School,  and  112  have  heim  )X‘comniended  tor  admission 
to  special  schools  and  ar(*  awaiting  vacancies.  It  must  unfortunately 
he  ex})ected  that  when  vacancies  in  a sj)ecial  schocjl  do  occur  in  a 
miinher  of  these  eases  the  parents  will  refuse  the  offer. 

'The  position  as  regards  [)hysicatly  handica{)ped  children  is  satis- 
factory as  most  of  these  r(M|uiring  residential  schools  can  he  readily 
placed,  den  })hysically  handicapped  eliildreii  are  at  present  in  special 
residential  schools. 


Ue[)orts  l)y  the  Principal  .School  Dental  Officer,  the  h^.ducational 
Psychologist  and  the  Organiser  of  Physical  Kdueation  are  included  in 
the  report.

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS 

A total  of  1 1-6  children  were  referred  for  treatment  of  ear,  a 
nose  and  throat  detects,  the  majority  for  examination  with  a view  to  ' 
tonsillectomy  and  adenectomy.  'Hiese  children  usually  have  a history  a 
of  recurrent  sore  throats  and  head  colds  often  associated  with  nasal  1- 
catarrh  and  inflammation  of  the  ear.  Many  of  these  cases  clear  ' 
up  under  medical  treatment,  but  tonsillectomy  is  often  considered  i 
necessary  and  was  carried  out  in  439  children  during  the  year.  This  - 


is  .considerably  less  than  in  previous  years,  as  is  shoM^n  by  the  follow- 
ing table,  which  indicates  a more  conservative  attitude  towards 
operative  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.  The  waiting 
time  for  tonsillectomy  is  now  about  8 weeks  in  the  County  area, 
although  it  is  still  6 months  for  children  going  into  hospitals  in 
Hull.

DEFECTIVE  HEARING 

Routine  audiometric  tests  are  carried  out  as  far  as  possible  by 
ij  the  school  nurses  on  all  infants  during  their  first  two  years  in 
? school,  and  all  cases  of  suspected  deafness  are  referred  for  further 
: examination  by  a school  medical  officer,  who  checks  the  audio- 
1 metrics  findings  of  the  nurses.  All  children  who  are  found  to  have 
{ some  degree  of  deafness  are  then  referred  to  a consultant  aural 
5 surgeon  for  advice  and  any  necessary  treatment.  No  special  teachers 
for  deaf  children  are  employed  by  the  Authority,  but  where  possible 
: partially  deaf  children  receive  lip-reading  instruction,  and  all  school 
n teachers  are  informed  when  a child  is  found  to  be  partiall}'  deaf  so 
: that  special  provision  can  be  made  for  him  in  the  class-room.  One 
! child  was  supplied  with  a hearing  aid  during  1956. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  AND  POSTURAL  DEFECTS 

Orthopaedic  clinics  were  held  in  Bridlington,  Malton,  Scar- 
'(  horough  and  York,  at  which  152  East  Riding  children,  of  whom 
I 25  were  new  cases,  made  164*  attendances. 

Seventeen  children  were  at  some  time  in-patients  at  the  Adela 
i Shaw  Ortho])aedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside,  near  York.  Thirteen 
' of  these  were  admitted  and  fourteen  discharged  during  the  year. 

UNCLEANLINESS 

Unless  circumstances  indicate  that  more  frequent  inspections 
I are  necessary  the  school  nurses  carry  out  inspections  at  least  once 
» per  term  in  each  school,  and  77,185  individual  examinations  were 
i carried  out  during  the  year  ; of  these,  469  individual  children  w^ere 
found  to  be  infested,  giving  a percentage  of  1.5,  compared  with 
2,01  i»  1955.  The  school  nurses  make  home  visits  vdiere 


necessary  in  order  to  ^ive  advice  ahoul  tlie  treatment  and  prevention  i| 
of  iineleanliness  and  eleven  eleansinjr  notices  were  served  during  the  i 
year.

sc  Since  Fehriiarv  tlie  staff  has  consisted  of  five  full-time  and  three 
a part-time  dental  ofHeers.  Mr.  (’ham})lin  continued  liis  work  mainly 
{ in  1 laltempriee.  Miss  C.'ri])])s  and  Mr.  .lones  in  the  eastern  part, 
h while  Mr.  (tray  carried  out  Ins  duties  in  tlie  westerm  region.  Mr.

alias  consisted  mainly  ol'  c'xt ructions.  Most  of  the  extractions,  both 
I of  permanent  and  deciduous  teeth,  were  done*  under  nitrous  oxide 
it  and  oxy^'en,  anaesthetic  sessions  beitiii’  held  for  this  purpose,  d'he 
I demand  for  orthodontic  treat  nu'iit  continued  and  l.’»M  children  had 
p*  irre^^ularities  correctc'd  by  means  ol'  appliances.  A further  118 
li  children  were  treated  by  the  judicious  extraction  of  certain  teeth. 
1.*  Parents  and  patients  usually  co-operate  well  in  this  work  and  are 
(most  grateful  to  the*  dental  olticer  concerned  for  the  treatment.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  April  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred  in  the 
oCottingham  Primary  School,  and  lb  children  were  affected.  Routine 
jCspecimeiis  were  examined  from  all  school  children  and  any  symptom- 
Kiless  excretors  were  excluded  from  si’hool.  d'eaching  and  canteen 
i:staff'  also  \ oluritariiy  submittiai  stool  specimens  for  bacteriological 
'lexarnination.  l^reventive  measures  taken  during  this  outbreak 
f'lincluded  more  frequent  and  regular  disinfectation  of  the  school 
Utoilets,  a strict  hand-washing  routine  for  all  children  before  and 
)f:after  using  the  toilet,  and  the  use  of  paper  towels.  No  case  was 
;re-admitted  to  school  until  two  consecutive  negative  st<jol  specimens 
o?had  been  obtained.  In  October.  1956.  another  outbreak  of  Sonne 
'■  ^dysentery  affected  18  children  in  the  Hessle  area ; these  children 
i;attended  Infant  and  Primary  Schools.  Similar  precautions  w'ere 
(taken  to  prevent  the  si)read  in  these  sch(K)ls. 

It  is  considered  that  tlx'se  c*ases  wer<‘  mostly  sprt'ad  by  i)ersonal 
(contact  as  in  neither  of  tlu*  outbreaks  was  any  outside  source  of 
infection  traced.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  canteen  workers, 
(Cooking  and  kitchen  utensils  all  proved  negative.

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Epidemic  Winter  Vomiting. 

In  Noveinlier  a lar^e  outbreak  of  epidemic  vomiting  occurred 
in  a l^riinarv  school  in  Halterniirice  when  66  children  were  affected. 
One  class  teacher  and  one  canteen  server  were  also  attacked.  The 
symptoms  consisted  of  the  sudden  onset  of  vomiting  associated  in 
a nurnher  of  cases  with  diarrlujca.  All  bacteriological  investigations 
were*  negaliv(‘  and  the  diagnosis  of  epidemic  winter  vomiting  was 
made  on  i‘linieal  grounds.  All  the  eases  with  the  exception  of  one 
occurred  in  children  under  7 years  of  age  and  the  majority  of  these 
(‘hildren  were  taught  and  had  their  school  meals  in  a separate  part 
of  the  school  building,  thus  suggesting  that  personal  contact  was 
the  main  cause  of  spread.  All  cases  recovered  prornjitly  without 
complications. 

'ri’MEUClILOSIS. 

A child  from  the  Hrandeshurton  village  school  developed 
lulxu-culous  meningitis  and  arrangements  were  made  to  have  all  the 
school  children  and  teaching  staff  Mantoux  tested.  Thirty-nine  of 
these  proved  to  he  positive  re-actors.  With  the  co-operation  and 
help  of  the  ('best  Physician  all  the  iiostive  re-actors  were  X-rayed, 
riie  X-ray  findings  brought  to  light  one  doubtful  chest  condition 
in  which  there  was  considerable  enlargement  of  both  root  shadows, 
rhis  child  was  re-examined  and  all  family  contacts  were  followed-up 
to  exclude  any  possible  latent  cases  of  tuberculous  infection.  Thirteen 
of  the  remaining  children  were  followed-up  by  further  X-rays  as  a 
precautionary  measure  after  an  interval  of  three  months,  but  no 
definite  case  of  tuberculosis  was  brought  to  light.

SPEECH  THERAPY

Those  children  most  commonly  referred  by  head  teachers  tend 
to  fall  into  the  categories  of  anti-social  and  anxious  behaviour  and 
I backwardness.
